O'Donnell of the spinners has received 
a letter from Robert Howard, who ex- 
presses his regret that the operatives 
should have a reduction, stairing them 
in the (ace in mid-winter and his wish 
that tlhey were In a position to make a 
successful stand ag-ainst it. 
He scoffs 


'at the sugErestioivlhat treasurers in mills 
which are making money should not be 
cut, a.nd asks why the operatives in such 
mills should be reduced. 
He states 


that he will not believe that a single 
treasurer has been reduced until he i? 
aasuied by facts. 


He closes with the propheey that bad 


trade will follow the Fall River man- 
ufacturers because there are too many 
pessimists among them, and bids the 
operatives to be ol good cheer. 


From the tone of this letter it would 


appear as though the ex-secretary of 
the spinners was disinclined to act as 
an, adviser in the premises. 
He has a.1- 


M-ays been hostile to strikes, .save as a 
last resort, and there are mill owners 
v ho say that the expression of regret at 
the operatives' condition is tacit advice 
not to revolt at this' juncture. 


Can Make No Exception. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec, 23.—The man- 


ufacturers bave amswi-red the slasher 
tenders that no exceptions can be made 
in the reduction as follows: 
"We have 


carefully considered your position as 
regards the minim An price for slashing1 
agreed upon in 1805, and must say that 
the manufacturers' committee under- 
stand the agreement to apply to the 
then existing schedule of prices. 
In 


view of the fact that all employes are 
to be reduced, we do not see how we 
can make any exception in your case 
at this time." 


Secretary Jackson says that the agree- 


ment under which they have been work- 
ing was entered into,to prevent a strike. 


but now that it operates against the 
manufacturers it was not acceptable 
to th«m. 
His men are bitter in their 


talk of strike. 


The labor leaders are somewhat di- 


vided in their opinion as to the method 
of carrying out a strike, although united 
in the matter of striking.

willing to talk, it is no secret that they 
are disturbed by the attitude of M. C. D. 
Borden, the New Tork millionaire, who 
controls the extensive plant of the Fall 
Eiver Iron Works company and the 
American Printing company. 
He has 


been a thorn in their side ever since he 
began to provide cloth for his print 
works by manufacturing on Ms arm 
hook. 
He was reported the other day 


as agreeing not only to the cut-down of 
11 per cent, but as being willing to go 
further and make it 20 per cent. 
Oper- 


atives were skeptical on reading the al- 
leged declaration, for it was so un- 
like Mr. Borden to be so complaisant 
.toward his rivals.

Celebration at !N"ew YorSr. 


New Tork, Dec. 23.—Senator Walcott 


was one of the speakers at the festival 
of the New England society last night. 
All of New England was represented ist 
the gathering. 
Senator Walcott said 


in part: 
"Th« value of New England 


as a factor of our national greatness has 
long been universally recognized and is 
admitted even in Boston, and it would 
seem as if there could be no new illustra- 
tion of the fact. 
Within the past few 


weeks, however, I have been made to 
realize her potency as a source of pos- 
sible national aggrandizement. 
A gen- 


tleman, English I believe by birth, but 
of extensive Canadian experience and 
associations and of importance in the 
Canadin world, talked to me lately and 
made a remarkable suggestion. 
He 


said that while it may be premature 
now to discuss the subject, he had no 
doubt that an agreement would be event- 
ually reached whereby in return for a 
large and valuable tract of rich ter- 
ritory adjacent to our far northwestern 
states we would give Canada for her 
needed seaport facilities and approaches 
the state of Maine and possibly a slice 
of northern New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont. 


"While the proposition was at first 


a trifle startling, yet it took but a mo- 
ment to realize tbe chastening influence, 
^perhaps not wholly unneeded, which 
such a transaction might exert upon 
the 'down east' section of our country. 
It would secure, automatically, the very 
reciprocity the new tariff act 
con- 


templated, for it would give Canada at 
least the Ding-ley features of theDingley 
bill, and it was also a sure thing- that if 
Canada took those Maine Yankees, to 
say nothing of a few more from New 
Hampshire, she would be glad enough to 
give them back again In a little while, 
with something handsome to boot. 


"As one came to think of it seriously, 


however, there arose that feeling which 
we all cheensh of equal appreciation and 
devotion to every inch of American soil, 
a realization of what it would mean to 
this people to face the possibility of 
changing the shadow of a hair the con- 
tour of these states, or the sacrifice of 
a chip of their native granite, however 
barren. 
Not only does this sentiment 


pervade the land, but we seem at times 


to be developing an inclination to Invite 
some other country to differ with us In 
order that we may demonstrate our 
united aggressiveness."

Denunciation of the Financial Bill Calls Out 


a Sharp Letter. 


Washington, Dec. 23.—Secretary Gage 


has written the following letter to Pres- 
ident. Hampers of the Federation of 
Labor: 
"I have read with care the 


resolutions adopted on the 29th inst. at 
Nashville by the convention of the Fed- 
eration of Labor, which recite as follows: 


'• 'Resolved, that we declare ourselves 


most positively opposed to the G-age 
financial bill recently introduced in con- 
gress by the secretary of the treasury. 
It is a measure that, if adopted as a law, 
will only the more flrmly rivet the gold 
standard on the people of the country 
and perpetuate its disastrous effects in 
every form. 
" 'Resolved, that we pronounce the 


Gage bill an undisguised effort to retire 
our greenback currency and all gov- 
ernment paper money with a view to the 
substitution of national bank notes in 
their stead, and thus fasten the bank 
system for years upon the American 
people.' 


"Now, 
if it be true that the gold stand- 


ard—by which things have b<*en meas- 
ured as to price for the last 60 years 
in this country—is inimical to the in- 
terests ol' the laboring classes of the 
United States, then I think it is inimical 
to all classes. 
In other words, I do 


not believe that the exploitation of one 
class by another, either through false 
\veights or a bad monetary system, can 
be made to work for the permanent 
benefit of the exploiting class itsei£, or 
for the general weal, even were it de- 
fensible on any ground of right or justice, 
which il is not. 
Granted therefore 


that the permanence of the gold stand- 
ard (for which I.argue) operates in this 
evil direction, then your resolutions of 
condemnation are well founded, and I 


' am justly charged with an ignorance 


< which constitutes me a foolieh adviser, 


or with a perversity of motive Which 


l makes me an evil adviser. 
I have a 


' right to disavow the charge of perver- 
, tity or evil purpose, sirece there is noth- 


ing in my whole life as related to my 


; fellow man, either in word or deed, from 


which the possession by me of such 
characteristic1? can be inferred, much 


j less demonstrated. 


j 
"But ignorance often unconsciously 


| works as deep injury as evil intent might 
| do, and to this sin of ignorance (if it be 


j a sin) I must confess myself to be a 


possible victim. 
This confession, how- 


j ever, ought not to classify me as sep- 


> arate from my fellow men generally, 
, whether they be considered as indi- 


vidual unite or as congregated In groups. 
Ignorance is a relative, not an absolute 
term, since few axe totally ignorant 
and none absolutely wi»e. Nor does th« 
number constituting the group change 
this fact, since the wisdom of a group, 
however large, canroot be greater than 
that of the wisest men in it. 
This re- 


mains true whether the subject matter 
involving knowledge and judgment be 
physios or finance. The condemna- 
tion then involved in the resolutions 
referred too is measured by the just 
or imperfect apprehension of questions 
relating: to monetary science held by 
the wisest men who supported them. 


"I/aying these general consideration! 


aside, let me say to y<ra and through 
you to the great body you. so honorably 
represent that if, instead of denunciatory 
resolutions, which are argument, you 
or any one on your behalf will rfhow 
that the views that I entertain aad ad- 
vocate are other than salutary to tho 
economic body of which we are aH In- 


i dependent members I wUl abandon them 


t -without hesitation. 
My present con- 


i viction, the honest fruit of sincere stmjy 


and reflection, is that a breaJk-down in 
our present monetary standard would 
be a most disastrous blow to all our 


, commercial and industrial interests, and 
! that upon the wage workers, as a class, 


I would be entailed the most serious ef-

Japan captured Port Arthur wit b 
dreadful slaughter, but did not dare to 
hold It against the wishes of the Russian 
bear. It is evident that China, in her 
condition of governmental decay, is on 
the verge of Innovations that are likely to 
break up the social stagnation in which 
she has lived for centuries. Railways and 
the telegraph, and European exploitation 
will work rapid changes. 


Germany now has a foothold on the 


Chinese coast, and England is seeking 
new possessions there. Russia is growing 
bitter against England, and China is con- 
templating war with Germany.

is cut away. On the picture Boinay ha1 
written several lines. In the top he wrote, 
"Marble face, marble heart." Just below 
he has written, "Fair but false." 


"I loved my wife and that is what 


brought me home." 


"Do you forgive yonr wife?'1 
"Yes, I forgive her freely. You know 


that we most forgive here on earth it we 
ever expect to be forgiven." " 


"Do you think ahe was forced to do 


what she did?" 


"Yes, I know so. There were many 


things in the trial which did not come 
out, I knew after the interview of Sep- 
tember 15 that my wife was playing m' 
false. She told me that she had talked 
with Detective Arnold and Mr.Fessenden. 
At first 1 thought that she was doing all 
this to help me out, bnt I found out other* 
wise to my sorrow. When I talked with 
her on September 15, she told me that she 
had had a talk with Mr. Fessenden and 
that he had promised to let 'Dave' pie id 
guilty to murder in the second degree. 
I know the officers worked on her and 
tried to make her believe that John and 
Dave would hang. You know how Arnold 
went at me, well ha went at her the same 
way. They told her that there was no 
hope for me and that settled it. She 
bought she would try to save Dave and 
John. What I was figuring on all the 
time was to make a play io get John out 
of it. 


"From first to last I wanted to take the 


blame for all; 1 did not want to throw it 
on the family." 


Boinay said his father was born in 


Switzerland near the French line. His 
mother was born in Limerick, Ireland. 
He was one of a family of twelve children! 
;en boys and two girls. Three of his 
irothers are dead. 
He related some of his experiences 


while roaming around the country road 
after the Daniels Farms crime. There 
were several occasions in which he and 
iVeeks had very narrow escapes from 
capture. Ones while at Richmond he 
was recognized by a little girl. The alarm 
was sounded and the whole town turned 
out to capture them. They ran into a 
swamp and worked their way through it 
'n eight minutes. Their pursuers sur- 
rounded the swamo, thinking they were 
in hiding, when they were on their waJ' 
to New York. 


They had a somewhat similar experi- 


ence in New York while in Dutchess 
county. They met a man disguised as a 
tramp, but Boinay recognized him as Cap- 
tain Furlough of thePeekskill police. The 
supposed tramp slipped away from them 
and aroueed the neighborhood, but they 
escaped by getting a boatman to row 
them across the Hudson river. 


Boinay seemed to enjoy telling of these 


experiences with the officers. 
He spoke 


with utmost contempt of the Pinkerton 
men, saying that they were all fools. 


He said he did not commit the murder 


in this city on August 6, last, when Henry 
T, Reed and his sister, Blanche, were kil- 
led. He also denied committing the rob- 
bery at Sheffield, Mass., in November, 
1896. He and Weeks were suspected o* 
both these crimes, because the description 
of the supposed criminals tallied very 
much with that of the two men. He said 
he would admit having done these crimes 
if he was guilty of them, as he had no 
reason for concealing anything now. 


He denied positively that he was con- 


cerned in the murder of the old Switch- 
man, Dykeman, in Dutchess county, New 
York, on Easter Sunday, 1886. He said 
he and his brother Peter were charged 
with that, but there was not the slightest 
truth to the charge. It arose out of a 
statement made by Andy Colbalt, a chum 
of his, who got mad at him and made the 
charge. He said he could prove he was 
in Lee on tne day that murder was com- 
mittee. His brother was not concerned 
in it, either. 


"Many crimes have 
been charged 


against me," said Boinay, "that I had no 
more to do with than yon." 


In bidding goodby Boinay shook hands 


with the reporters, and for the first time 
showed strong feeling. In a voice some- 
what husky, and with just the suspicion 
of moisture in his eyes he said: 


"You have seen me before the public. 


You know how I had to act ill front of 
them, but no one knows what I felt here," 
and as he said this he tapped his breast 
and almost broke down.

cil, and probably the last meeting of the 
year, was held 
Wednesday evening, 


President Braeewell was in the chair. The 
members were dilatory in arriving and i 
was quite late before a quorum was pres- 
ent. The clerk had to telephone John A, 
Rice and invite him down before the quo- 
rum was complete. 


The reading of the journal was dis 


pansed with and the second reading of thi 
order giving the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Company privilege to set 
poles on several streets came up. The 
clerk read the order and on motion of B 
S. Wilkinson, seconded by William Arm- 
strong, the order was passed. 


The consideration of the election re- 


turns was the next business. On motion 
of George B. Perry, seconded by Mr. Arm- 
strong, Councilmen Craswell, Rice and 
Brown were chosen a committee to exam- 
ine the returns. On asubsquent motion by 
Mr. Perry, A. A. Wills was added to the 
committee. 


The committee examined the returns 


and Chairman Craswell reported to the 
council. The report simply said that the 
returns were duly examined and named 
the candidates elected. Every member 
present signed the report and then the 
president formally declared the candi- 
dates elected and that licenses are granted 
in the city of North Adams.
